Sofia advices reported by the Ex- 
change Telegraph’s Vienna correspond- 
ent today said that strong Greek de- 
tachments were proceeding from Sa- 
loniki toward the Bulgarian frontier. 

Meantime, out of the Bulgar capital 
came reports of peasants fleeing be- 
fore the Greeks in Petrich region, 
stricken with fear. Sofia messages 
told of alleged Greek “ atrocities.” The 
Bulgars claimed the Greeks in their 
drive into Bulgaria had pillaged homes 
and desecrated the graves of world 
war dead, meantime requisitioning the 
stocks of grain and cattle of peasants 
along their path. 

. 15,000 Flee from Homes. 

Sofia estimated that between 15,000 
and 20,000 peasants in the hills beyond 
the Macedonian frontier had fled their 
homes when Grsreks marched acroes 
the line, as they said, to halt the 
comitadjis’ depredations.

Open warfare among  bootleggers 
started with a battle in a rooming 
house at 367 West Fifty-seventh street | 
at dawn today.

At 
the Ozozan mountains three men and 
two women who tried to escape were 
shot to death. Their young orphaned 
children were then killed.” 

Massacres Are Continuing. 

This statement fn colder official form

Mesopotamia. British officials who 
stili cling to the tradition that the 
Turk is a gentleman and a fighter 
make the extenuation that they be- 
lieve Mustapha Kemal Pasha, presi- 
dent of the Turkish republic, knows 
nothing of the present Turkish massa- 
cres.

Great Properties Sold. 

A large part of the vast property 
acquired by the government in con- 
nection with war and post-war ship 
ping programs has already been liqui- 
dated. The shipping board has dis- 
posed of most of the stationary prop- 
erty, including shipyards, housing proj- 
ects, short lines of railroad, piers, and 


dacks, and about one-half of the | 
once in its possession. 
Sales of active vessels during the 


current period began substantially with 


the disposal of seven of the “ Presi- 
dent” type passenger-cargo vessels to 
the Robert Dollar interests, which ac- | 
quired them early in 1924 for around 
the world service. In operating those 
vessels from July 1, 1922, to Dec. 31, 
1923, the shipping board lost $3,760,376. 

The ships were sold to the Dollars 
for $3,600,000. They cost the govern- 
ment approximately $30,000,000. Re 
cently five other President ships have 
been sold to the Dollars. These were 
the ships that had been operated for 
the board out of San Francisco to the 
orient by the Pacific Mail Steamship 
company. 


Other Lines Disposed Of. 


Other active lines sold by the board 
include the American Export line, 18 
vessels, operating between North At- 
lantic ports and Spanish, Mediterran- 
ean, and Black sea ports, and the 
American Palmetto line, 6 vessels, out 
of South Atlantic ports to Europe.. 
The vessels in the first line were sold 
for $7.50 a ton; those in the Palmetto 
line for $6.75 a ton. 

The Pan-American line to South 
America was put up for sale, but the 
shipping board refused to approve an 
offer for it that was acceptable to 
President Palmer of the Fleet cor- 
poration. 

Outstanding sales of idle vessels are 
those of the wooden ships (236 in one 
group) sold tin 1922 for scrapping, and 
of 200 steel vessels to Henry Ford, 
principally for scrapping. In each in- 
stance the price received was only a 
small part of original cost. 

It is estimated that nearly 1,200 of 
the vessels once possgssed by the ship- 
Ping board ‘have n sold, of which 
about 450 have gone for scrap. 


1,000 Vessels Still on Hand. 


The shipping board has on its hands 
about 1,000 vessels of approximately 
6,000,000 gross tons. Of these \about 
700 are idle. 

The merchant marine act of 1920 
cantemplated various incidental aids 
to shipping, both government and pri- 
vately owned, the most of which have 
failed to materialize. One was an au- 
thorization to include the Philippines 
in the intercoastal trades, thus exclud- 
ing foreign vessels, but Philippine in- 
terests protested so vigorously that no 
order applying this part of the law has 
been promulgated.

The railroads, under present prac- 
tice, frequently allow lower rates on 
goods shipped to the seaboar! for ex- 
port than on goods shipped to the, sea 
board for consumption. This practice 
tends to even up the relationship of 
the various ports with shipping poinis 
in the interior. 

Example of a Difference. 


A dealer in Chicago, for example, 
may be able to ship wheat to Norfolk 
for export at the same rate aa to New 
York, though the greater distances 
finds expression in a higher cate on 
wheat shipments to Norfolk for con- 
sumption. 

What the effect of allowing this dif- 
ferential only on goods to be exported 
in American ships ov a be cainot be 
accurately foreseen.’ There is reason 
for believing that it might .urn ehip- 
ping away from somé ports rather 
than toward American ships. When 
the shipping board took steps early in 
1924 to put this rule into >ffat there 
was so much protest that the move 
was abandoned. 

Section 34 is another provision of 
the merchant marine act for assis- 
tance to American shipping that has 
not been applied. It directed the 
President to take steps toward if.e can- 
cellation of treaty agreemerts with 
foreign powers insofar as these agree- 
ments might stand in the way of pref- 
erential treatment of carge moving in 
American ships to Amerivan ports. 


A Century of Disuse. 


Abrogatior of these treaty provis- 
ions would make possible ths partial 
remission of customs duties on im- 
ports coming to the United States in 
American bottoms. Such remission 
has been authorized in pzactically all 
tariff? acts passed by concress, but 
nas not been effective for mora than 
one hundred years because of conflict- 
ing treaty agreements. 

Presidents Wilson, Harding an 
Coolidge each declined to act upon the 
instruction contained in section 84 on 
the ground that congress has no 
power to give direction as to the in- 
itiatory proceedings having to do with 
treaties.

Right now quartermastefrs are 
wondering aow they are going to feed 
the men the balance of this fiscal year, 
as funds are getting low. Material, 
equipment, and animals are almost finis. 
Some of the regular officers, going to 
and coming from summer camps this 
year, had to ride on motor trucks in 
order to save railroad fare. A number 
of enlisted men on detached service, 
away from army posts, were requested 
to take furloughs, as there is. not, suf- 
ficient rations money left to tH them 
their allowances, all 
With regard to the d-pctinde reserves, 
they area Vital component part of the. 


‘national defense and consist of officers 


and men whe setved ir} the Jast war atid 
other emergencies. Training of at least 
15 days each year should be provided for 
all reserve officers and reserve enfisted 
men who have the time and want to take 
it. Many reserve officers in past years 
attended training camps at their own ez- 
pense, as the writer did at Camp Custer 
in 1923, due to the fact that sufficient 
funds had not been appropriated to take 


care of all who wished to go.

One Leses a Finger. 

Fitzgerald, Smith and Delezene 
sailed from Seattle Feb. 28, and ar- 
rived at Nenana, terminus of the 
Alaska railroad, March 19. Bilanken- 
ship had arrived from Tanana with 
two teams of dogs, eleven each, the 
day before. While unfastening . dogs 
from a snubbing post he lost a finger, 
and that whs the only accident during 
the trip. 

The party set out March 12 for the 
head of Colville river, more than 1,000 
miles away. The dog sleds were loaded 
with about 800 pounds of camp equip- 
ment, each carrying 400. 

The routé, the interior department 
announced, led down Tanana and Yu- 
kon rivers to Kaltag, overland to Una 
lakleet, an Eskimo village on Bering 
sea, northward along the coast, across 
Norton sound and the base of Seward 
Peninsula and beyond the Arctic circle 
to Kotzebue, where the party arrived

The distance of about. 700 miles from 
Nenana was accomplished tn twenty- 
six days of actual] traveling, so the 
average was twenty-seven miles a day. 
The greatest distance traveled’in one 
day was forty-two miles. 

When the party left Nenana the 
weather was warm and it had been 
raining, a condition which suggested 
an early spring and was discourag- 
ing in view of the long trip ahead 
over the snow. The report says, how- 
ever, “‘the temperature dropped in a 
few days and before the party left the 
Yukon it was 30 degrees below zero.

agriculture, Washingten, D. C., says. 
“Taking an unprime pelt is a deliber- 
ate waste of one of nature’s valuable 
and beautiful gifts, and not until trap- 
pers and raw fur men learn to look 
upon it as such will the best use of 
our valuable resources in fur be 
realized.”’ 

He points out that if the unprime 
‘animals now killed every year were 
left for breeding stock the annual 
catch woulc probably not be decreased 
more than five per cent, while the sup- 
ply of wild fur animals would without 
a doubt be increaggd fifty per cent. 

The rapid decrease in wild fur ani- 
mals and the increase in population,

R. SOUSA and his band are listed among the welcome 
visitcrs of today, being billed for a concert this after- 
noon and another tonight, both at the Auditorium. 
This is his third of a century tour, his first appearance 

at that hall having been thirty-three years ago. At that time 
he conducted the “ Rienzi" overture, by Wagner; Weber's 
“Invitation to the Waltz”; “The 
Pearl Fishers,”’ by Bizet; the “ Wil- 
liam Tell” overture; Gounod’s “ Fu- 
neral March of a Marionette,” aj 
humoresque; “The Contest,” the 
ancestor of the “ Follow the Swal- 
low”’ humoresque of thirty-five 
years later; a symphonic poem, 
“ Ben Hur’s Chariot Race,” also his 
own composition; “Staccato Polka,” 
by Mulder; and an aria for soprano, 
“The Pearl of Brazil,” by David, 
sung by Marie~Decca.

He has soloists of the band and out of it, he 
has a program for the few and the many—performers, not 
auditors, who always classify as the many—and he presides 
over the only qoncert band that has maintained a continuous 
existence over a third of a century.

ONLY ONES FREE 
OF RADIO TAX 


In Other Countries 
Fans Are Burdened. 


The fact that radio set owners in 
England, France, Germany, and prac- 
tically all the other countries of 
wg ae pay millions of dollars a year 

heir respective governments as 
taxes on their receivers is pointed out 
by S. R. Wiley, president of the Na- 
tion Radio Service league of New 
York, as a warning to American lis- 
teners, who now enjoy a total free- 
dom from such burdens. 


Radio Unburdened Here. 


“The United States is the only 
country in the wortd that does not tax 
radio apparatus,” says Mr. Wiley. 
“ Legislators who have concerned 
themselves with the problem of who 
will pay for broadcasting are aware 
of this situation, and’ some of them 
have suggested that a license fee 
levied-on each set would go a long 
way toward:settling the question. 


Broadcasters Silent.

ries an article on its radio page that 
the question whether the performance 
of the Chicago Civic Opera company 
will be broadcast this winter is a mat- 
ter for the guarantors to settle. 

“If there was ever a time for opera 
to popularize itself, this current sea- 
son is its opportunity. There never 
was a medium equal to radio in de 
termining over the vast area of this 
country the desire of the general pub- 
lic for a particular form of music. If 
any of the guarantors will listen, or 
watch the trend of radio programs 
over the last six or eight months, the 
tendency will be noted toward sym- 
phonic, operatic and classical pro- 
grams with a consequent deviation 
from jazz. It may be termed that the 
present is the border line determin- 
ing popular future interest toward one 
or the other type of music. 

Subject of Education. 

“We believe that the taste for 
classical music must be a suffject of 
education. Every one is agreed that 
radio holds a greater listening audi- 
ence than any device heretofore de 
veloped. With the initial steps that 
broadcasting stations throughout the 
country have already taken toward 
the change in their trend of programs 
to the better type of music no more 
fertile field exists than this same list- 
ening audience given the opportunity 
of, say, once or twice a week, listening 
and being educated to the mefits of 
our opera company. 

“Its deficits that have heretcfore 
been reported have never had a great- 
er opportunity of becoming a thing of 
the past than the present season.

Question—I live four blocks from a 
north side station. I have a Crosley 
“XJ” four tube set and my aerial 
is 100 feet long. I cannot tune through 
this station at any point on the dials 
and I do not want to shorten it, for 


!I am afraid that I would lose reception 


from all other stations. .I have been 
told to use another condenser. Will 
this overcome the trouble, and what 


kind of a condénser shall I use? 
H. H. 


Answer—You are 60 close to the station 
that it may be rather difficult to eliminate 
ite interference. Shortening your aerial would 
not help in this case: should advise lengthb- 
ening it, if anything. If you are now using 
a fixed condenser in series with your an- 
tenna, remove it, and if trouble persists 
place condenser in parallel, i. ¢., acroes 
antenna and ground. The foregoing opera- 
tions are simple and may be sufficient. If 
not, wind 65 turns of No. 24 D. C. C. wire 
on a tube $3 inches in diameter. Across 
this coi] shunt a good .0005 variab® con- 
denser and place in series with your antenna. 
This will confine the interfering station to a 
emaller portion of your dial.

Antwer—If you are using the same tubes 
that were in the eet when it was tested it 
ia evident the trouble is not in the receiver 
iteelf. rom your letter, it seems to Tunc- 
tion much as a 5 tube refiex might be ex- 
rected to if the antenna and ground were 
removed. «Look over the connections of these 
and check up tee condition of your “a” 
and “B” batteries. “‘C" batteries are ex- 
hausted very slowly, but when worn out 
seriously hamper reception. Be gure yours 
is up to full voltage, as you need full power 
in this set.

Question—What causes a sharp howl 
when I touch even the rubber handle 
of the second dial on my 4 tube reflex 
set? How can it be corrected? Two 
dials control the set and there is no 
disturbance in tuning the first dial, 
which controls an 11 plate condenser.

Answer—Howling of this description can 
be ascribed to body capacity and is caused 
by an interacting condition in the radio fre- 
quency states of the ect. It might be de- 
scribed ag a supersensitive state. Corrective 
measures would include shielding the set, 
and if this is not sufficient, balancing the 
fixed cat acities with miore suitable condensers.

Question—I have a Freshman 5 tube 
set, and up to the past month it has 
been everything that could be expected 
of a radio of this type. About a month 
ago we noticed a scratching, which 
has grown much worse. It gets so 
loud it often drowns out the music.

During all the conference at Locarno the German foreign minister, Gustav Stresemann, was bombarded by Georges Tchitcherin, Russia’s foreign minister, with letters and telegrams warning 
Stresemann.against closer relations with France and England, and against the entrance of Germany into the League of Nations. After the agreements it was revealed that Russia and Germany had been 
working together under secret pacts, and that if Germany had not come to terms with England and France, an active alliance of Germany and Russia was assured. From Berlin Tchitcherin used every 

ossible threat and promise to avert the Locarno agreements, and communism lost perhaps the greatest stake it has ever played for when Stresemann, ignoring Russia's threats, entered into the new alliance.

It* was their pro- 
test against waste. They saw absolutely no point in 
killing a man if you wasted the result. There is a 
native proverb that only a snake kills for venom, and 
a reproach once made against the conquering whites 
was that they killed like snakes! 

It is a point of view, and legislation does not change 
it. We know something about legislation and prohi- 
bition here in America. In Africa the white can make 
it exceedingly inexpedient for the black to get his 
preferred meat; he can make it practically impossible ; 
but he cannot alter an appetite, he cannot control hap- 
hazard bits of luck, he cannot contrive to be aware of 
what goes on in isolated circles deep in the forest or in 
the mountains. All that the white can do is to see that 
no recognized murders go unpunished and to be quietly 
deaf to any hint of grave robbing or any orgies held 
over deceased relations. 

For there are all sorts and degrees of cannibalism, 
and the eating of fresh killed human meat, while the 
cruelest form of it, is about the least repungant. It is the 
eating of dead friends and family and the digging up of 
corpses at which the imagination simply sickens and dies. 

There have always been tribes in Africa who ate their 
dead, ate them frankly, like the Basoko, who ate every 
one that died except chiefs, or ate them secretly, like 
the Bagesu, who sneak out and bring the body back 
from the bush after it has been formally taken out, but 
now all the tribes who are trying to keep up their good, 
old fashioned cannibal ways against a governmental 
opposition are reduced to ghoulish grave snatching or 


surreptitous meals on dead relations. — 
| eae a missionary’s report I got some of the horrid 
details of these funeral feasts among the Bagesu. 
When the man dies there is a period of wailing and then 
the body is carried into the bush. Ere nightfall some 
old women of the village come out stealthily and 
carry back certain portions, cooked, for a ceremonial 
meal that night in the hut. Only the members of the 
family are invited, and only those members who have 
gone through a certain initiation and are privileged 
to eat human flesh. After the fourth day the mourn- 
ers shave their heads and most of them go home. but 
the widows and the near relations must keep up their 
mourning for three months in the dead man’s hut. I 
have a notion that many a jar of pombe and pipe of 
hemp and much outrageous story telling and laughter 
goes to cheer that three-months incarcerated mourn! 
At the end of that time the heir is announced and 
the widows and property divided. 

The idea of an initiation being required before a 
man is privileged to eat his fellow beings is interesting. 
In general it takes the form of an arming of the 
spirit against the spirite of those consumed. It is 
bound up with ritual and religion and symbolism, and 
has all the importance of special privilege. The ac- 
tivities of these particular sects seem to be éarrying 
on cannibalism in communities where it has ceased to 
have any part in the recognized life. 

These initiations vary in detail among the tribes, 
but the general idea is the same. An ambitious young 
man who wishes to improve his opportunities must 
get a sponsor among the menfbers of the guild who 
will bring him to a meeting. There they put him 
through a varying’ lot of stunts, much like a college 
hazing only not as purposeless. In one tribe certain 
sacred objects are spread on the ground and the candi- 
date has to put the end of a knife on them, grasp the 
handle with both hands and whirl about incessantly, 
keeping the knife all the time on the sacred objects 
one of which is a human bone, until he falls down 


ing some connection with the spirit world while 
is fainting. 

In the end there is always a lot 
anointing—feathers and 


skihs 
human bones; there is some gruesome 


human skulls and a great deal of 
secret magic and instruction’ in 
magic; there is drum beating and 
dancing. And it is all very impor- 
tant and serious because it fortifies 
the aspirant against any indignant 
spirits whose graves he might wish 
to rob some dark night. Now he is 
qualified for secret adventure and 
mad feasts. 

It is going to take a long time 
to wean a man’s soul from the joys 
of this. It satisfies his undying 
love of secret societies, his small 
boy delight in mystery and exclu- 
sion and significance in his per- 
formances. Ritual and dressing 
up. Solemnity and importance. 
Feathers and beating drums. Ad- 
venture. Excitement. Special 
privilege. Of course, he has a 
beautiful time. With all the ghoul- 
ishness—with which is involved a 
real spiritual dread that tests his 
nerve—goes a secret glee in the 
daring, a positive larkishness in 
the whole affair that invests it 
with a student initiation atmos- 
phere. And that dies hard. 

We were in cannibal country when we were in the 
Ituri forest among the Wambuba, but it could only 
have been a furtive and secret cannibalism, for these 
villages are all under the Belgian administration. The 
Wambuba looked capable of anything, for some of 
them were the most repulsive looking savages we met, 
but we hardly considered them among our cannibal 
acquaintances. 

There was no danger to us at all. The only thing 
to be feared in these lonely forest vitiages would be 
to leave some sick man, some boy or porter, behind 
without sufficient escort. There was a chance then 
that they might hasten his demise in favor of a vil- 
lage banquet, or they might simply sit about apatheti- 
cally, withholding aid and hoping for the best for 
themselves. 

Nobody was ill and nothing happened, except near 
starvation to our porters through lack of bananas 

We didn’t think of ourselves as being among actual 
cannibals until we had left Malunga’s village on our 
southward way west of Lake Edward. There, we 
knew, these mountain people had been cannibals 
since time \unrecorded, with never a check upon them 
until three months ago, when the Belgians established - 
the new posts of Bungulu in the north and Lubiro in 
the south. North of Lubiro, and south of it again, 
we knew we would be in wild country. 

Before we entered the mountains we were warned 
by Monsieur Flamand, the administrator just leaving 
Bungulu, to march in close formation, guns ready, 
and to prevent the porters from straggling or Zoing 
too far from camp. The chief thing to fear was hav- 
mg the laggards picked off, though, of course, there 
might happen a sudden shower of lances or arrows on 
any of us. We rather got the idea from Flamand— 
that anything might happen but that it probably 
wouldn’t. 

In moments of solemn reflection we did consider 
having some sort of arrowproof coop erected over 
little Alice, but that was clumsy and inexpedient and 
ridiculous and, like the widower’s famous criticism of 
his mother-in-law’s presence in his carriage at the 
funeral, it would spoil the whole ride. We felt she 
would be perfectly safe between us and our guns. We 
were five grown whites, four of us with guns and Mise 
Williams with a revolver; we had eleven trained boys 
from British East and two hundred porters all with 
lances. The numbers were enough to insure respect | 
and we two women with the child thought we gave the 
party a nice air of domesticity far from any suggestion 
of political conquest. 

As a matter of fact, once we were in the country we 
seldom gave cannabalism a thought. We kept a half 
humorous outlook when we were going through some 
wooded places, and when we were in a neighborhood 
with a bad reputation our porters did not need any 
telling to keep them safe in camp. They wouldn’t stir 
ten feet for firewood unless in gangs of ten. At other

I was afraid of that mob, but once its madness was 
past I was not afraid of the people. I liked their open 
upstanding ways; they did not truckle to their head 
men;. they laughed and bantered among themselves. 
The women were a particularly independent lot. I 
liked the dignified old chief with his unsmiling eyes. 
I liked the hard working little guide who had wrig- 
gled so cunningly through forest and marsh, and I 
liked, tremendously, that chunky, round headed, pop- 
eyed young chief who had sweat blood for us that 
day trying to keep his men off till we had our ivory. 

We felt amazingly close to him, as you do to peo- 
ple who have stood by you through storm and stress. 
His protuberant eyes twinkled friendly at us as he 
passed; we talked confidentially and in understanding. 
And it was with him that I had my one intimate 
chat with a cannibal about cannibalism. 

It came in the morning, the morning after the two 
elephants had been killed. We had tried sleeping in the 
little pup tent out in the bracken, hopeful the scat- 
tered herd would not reinvade the bananas and our 
vicinity, and we had done very well by the sleeping, 
indeed, although the elephants had come again into 
the bananas. But they did not pass close to our tents 
this time, and we slept like the dead, depending on 
the porters or the boys for an alarm. 

Our cannibal friend was waiting in the bracken 
when I emerged in the morning light and proceeded to 
brush my hair. No one can. feel really strange and 
aloof towards a cannibal chief when one once stafts 
the day with him in this cozy intimacy. 


There were other, more furtive, little cannibals in 


the bracken like rabbits, but I affected to ignore their 
presence, as if they were the black clothed Japanese 
scene shifters during a play. Our cannibal had never 
seen long hair before, and he was much interested. 
My husband’s shaving—the next open air performance 
—did not cause so much excitement, for he was ac- 
quainted with shaving, though of heads, not of chins. 
By this time all the lads and elders of the village 
were gathered, leaning on their spears out in the 
path, and the day promised to be a social occasion. 

Our tusks had been brought into camp the night 
before, and there was yet a great deal to do to get the 
bone chopped off the ends, so our friend set four of 
his best men busily at work. As soon as this was 
done we wanted the chief to give us eight men to- 
earry the tusks on with us to Miserbere where we 
hoped to find the main caravan. 

The cannibals had other plans for us. The herd 
that had been in the shambas the night before was 
still out in some scattered woods, and they wanted 
more elephants killed. After that, then they would 
give us porters for our ivory. 

We had only eight porters of our own. They had 
run away during the tumult of the day before, but 
were all present now, eager to be off. We needed at 
least eight more for our four big tusks.
